The accused pleaded not guilty, and was 
defended by Mr. Henry Hanna, K.U., and 
Mr. Lardner, M.P. (instructed by Mr. J. J. 
McDonald). 

CASE FOR PROSECUTION. 

Major Kimber, the Prosecutor, said the 
case before the Court was a charge under the 
Defence of the Realm Act regulations, 
and he roceeded to draw attention 
to the effect of the regulations under 
which the charge was framed. There was 
no definition in the Act of the word “enemy.”’ 
He wished to point out that “enemy ” com- 
— not only the enemy of a foreign country 
ike Germany or Austria, but also anyone 
who came within the definition of “enemy” 
ia Section 190 of the Army Act, and that 
definition embraced ‘‘‘armed mutineers, armed 
rebels, armed rioters, and pirates.”” The 
option of the accused to be tried by a civil 
court was taken away by the Defence of the 
Realm Act, and hence he came before a court- 
martial. Proceeding, the Prosecutor drew at- 
tention to Regulation 48 of the Act, and to 
Regulation 50, under which regulations this 
offence was framed, and incidentally he might 
refer to Regulation 42 under which any per- 
son who attempted to raise mutiny, sedition, 
or disaffection would be guilty of an offence. 
The prisoner was charged with aiding and 
abetting certain persons, one of them a man 
named Ashe, who had been convicted by 
courtmartial for breaches of these regulations 
and sentenced to death. The factsof the case, 
said the Prosecutor, were that during the week 
of the rebellion a man namea Ashe set out with 
a doctor named Hayes and a number of armed 
rebels, and they deliberately took possession 
of various police barracks, took the police- 
men prisoners, and ultimately came to a 
pitched battle with the polies at a place called 
Ashbourne, where the County Inspector was 
mortally wounded, the District Inspector 
killed, and 16 policemen were wounded, and 
four or five others killed. The expedition of 
the police started from Navan on the 28th 
April at about 11.15 am. They were in 
motor cars, in command of County Inspector 
Gray and District Inspector Smith. They 
started to relieve the policemen besieged stAsh- 
bourne, a distance of about 20 es from 
Navan. At a spot on the road between Bal- 
rothery and Kilmoon the police met the ac- 
cused, James Quigley, with his motor cycle. 
The accused was a man of importance in the 
Co. Meath, occupying an official ition as 
County Surveyor. He was standing at the 
cross roads when the police passed, and 
when they got close to Kilmoon they again 

ed the prisoner on the road. Near Ash- 
ourne the police were fired upon by the 
rebels. The accused came up on his cycle be- 
hind them, left the cycle on the side of the 
road and ran across in a stooping position to 
a wood. It was gt ee to recollect that 
because during the fight which followed the 
police were fired upon from the wood, and 
the police force was cut off from the rear and 
surrounded. The police finally surrendered, 
and when they surrendered they saw the 
accused talking to rebels and shaking hands 
with Ashe. When the premises of the ac- 
cused were searched a rifle, a shot gun, 


Mr. Hanna, K.C., said that in his original 
statement witness did not say he saw the 
prisoner taking notes, and asked if he would 
say now, a month later, that he did see him 
write anything? ° 

Witness—I could not say what he wrote 
or whether he wrote anything, but he went 
through the form of writing. 

The President—In the original summary 
the witness said: ‘He had a pencil and 
paper in his hand,” and nothing further.

Witness was one of those who sur- 
rendered to the rebels near Ashbourne. A 
uarter of an hour after the conclusion of 
the battle he saw the accused come’ along 
the road through the Sint Feiners, of whom 
there were about one hundred. The ac- 
cused was not molested by them. He spoke 
to the commander, Thomas Ashe, with whom 
he seemed to be on friendly terms, because 
he shook hands with him and spoke to him 
for a couple of minutes. Witness was stand- 
ing among the wounded policemen, trying 
to assist them. 

The Prosecutor intimated that he had two 
witnesses to examine in private.

The annua! meeting of the Roya! Medical Bene- 
volent Fund Society of Ireland was heid yesterday

He preferred to deal in the meantime with 
“certain broad lines of argument quite 
irrespective of what I may call the 
squabble over comparative losses.” It is a 


| fortumate chance which permits us to 


print on the same day this critical analysis 
of Mr. Balfour's and the astonishing 
harangue which the Kaiser addressed on 
Monday at Wilhelmshaven to the 
assembled crews of the High Sea Fleet. 
The Emperor's harangue was addressed 
to the crews; but it was obviously 
intended for the edification of the 
German public. We must be care- 
ful, as Mr. Balfour pointed out, to dis- 
sociate the attitude of the German people 
towards the naval war from the attitude 
of the German Naval Staff and of the 
personnel—at least the officer personned—of 
the High Sea Fleet. The German people 
have been encouraged to believe that the 
British Fleet was reluctant to fight, and 
that, if it could ever be brought to action, 
it would be, in spite of its admitted 
superiority, soundly defeated by the German 
Fleet. The Kaiser's harangue perpetuates 
this illusion. “ In vain proposal after pro- 
posal was made to bring the enemy into 
the field. Then finally the day came 

i The superior British Armada 
approached, and our Fleet engaged it; 
and what happened? The British Fleet 
was beaten. The first great hammer blow 
was struck.” We suspect that Admiral von 
Scheer and his assembled officers of the 
High Sea Fleet listened to this harangue 
with feelings of mortification. They are 
sailors of courage and experience. They 
know that their Fleet, with all its merits— 
which certainly, as Mr. Balfour said, no 
British sailor is going to deny or under- 
value—is not in a position to meet the 
British Fleet on even terms. They acted 
on that knowledge in the battle of Jut- 
land. They withdrew, as inferior forces 
must withdraw, unless they risk destruc- 
tion. 

With what thoughts must Admiral] von 
Scheer have heard the Kaiser’s harangue, 
viewing his ships nursing their wounds in 
the dockyards, missing his lost vessels, and 
remembering that, when Sir John Jellicoe 
led the Grand Fleet into action, he broke 
off the engagement and retired to port? 
The Germans, as Mr.- Balfour drove 
home with remorseless logic and a fine gift 
of sarcasm, cannot have it both ways. 
Either they won thé battle, or they lost it. 
What is the test of victory? The legend 
that the British Fleet evades action is, in 
Mr. Balfour's words, not only extraordi- 
narily foolish; it is also extraordinarily 
inconsistent with what occurred last week 
off the coast of Jutland. Exactly what 
occurred we shall not know unuil we are 
able to study Sir John Jellicoe’s despatch. 
We do not know in what circumstances 
the British ships were lost—whether, as 
appears to be the case, they were neces- 
sarily sacrificed in a delaying action, 
fought by the battle-cruiser squadron and 
its immediate supports, which held the 
German Fleet until the Grand Fleet came 
up to fight what, but for the misfortune 
of weather conditions, would have been a 
decisive engagement, But one vital fact 
emerges clearly. The German Fleet, badly 
punished, retired to port. The Grand 
Fleet held the scene of action until Thurs- 
day, giving the enemy every opportunity 
to renew the struggle, and in default of 
answer to its challenge then returned 
leisurely to its bases. That is the test of 
victory. The Fleet which keeps the seas 
after action has won the victory. Mr. 
Balfour summed up the fruits of that vic- 
tory in a few words. It has reduced to 
nothing the risk of invasion; it has 
strengthened our blockade ; it has secured 
our command of the sea-ways. Well may 
he claim that his audience was justified 
in “drinking the toast of the Imperial 
Navy in a spirit of even greater confidence, 
greater hope, and greater triumph than 
would have been possible ten days ago.” 


Greece and the Enemy. 


The Greek Prime Minister has been at 
pains to deny the existence of'any under- 
standing between Greece, on the one hand, 
and Germany and Bulgaria on the other. 
He must have been aware that recent inci- 
dents had aroused suspicion as to the 
sincerity of the Greek professions of

régime. We have heard before of the 
Allies, and oí the widespread sympathy 
with M. Venezelos, the only public man 
in Greece who has spoken out boldly 
against the treachery of Greece to Serbia 
and to the hope of a fair settlement in the 
Balkans. The feeling of the Allied peoples 
is that their Governments will do. well 
not to count on that disposition, if it 
exists, as a vital force. The only safe 
course is to keep our military hold in the 
Balkans strong, and, if possible, to make it 
supreme, without trusting in the smallest 
degree to any element in Greece. Our 
enemies have shown plainly their contempt 
for Greece, and they have not found their 
estimate false. 


The Price of Bread. 


A small! reduction of the price of bread 
is announced by the London master 
bakers. It will, doubtless, be general, 
for it is fully warranted by the great de- 
cline in wheat prices. The decline began 
many weeks ago, and we called attention 
at the time to the sudden drop of five 
shillings per quarter which marked the 
beginning of the downward movement. 
Until then there had been a steady harden- 
ing of the rates for home-grown wheat, and 
farmers had been asking ‘sixty shillings. 
They were encouraged to expect the con- 
tinuance of the upward movement, because 
at that time freight rates were still mount 
ing up and making foreign cargoes just as 
dear. In these circumstances many of 
them held on to their stocks. Then the 
shipping position eased a little, and, at the 
same time, some of the farmers who had 
been holding found themselves compelled 
to realise their stocks. It was also 
learned that the British Government was 
negotiating large purchases of grain in the 
Argentine. These were the principal 
causes of the first big drop in prices. 
Since then, until this week, the decline 
has been more gradual, but it has not been 
interrupted. This week another sharp 
fall has occurred. The harvest in all the 
principal grain countries was abundant, 
and freight rates are now falling rapidly 
for grain cargoes. The freight for wheat 
from the United States to the west coast 
of England has come down to a half of 
what was quoted a few months ago. It 
is said that the sharp fall in wheat prices 
during the past few days was due directly 
to the knowledge that large quantities of 
ithe Argentine wheat purchased by the 
Government had arrived. © Probably, in 
anticipation that the Government may 
shortly begin to unload this wheat on the 
market, other holders are now eager to 
realise their stocks, and the amount on 
offer has been more than the market was 
ready to absorb. Although the Govern- 
ment holding may have been the imme- 
diate factor, the market was certain to 
in any event, for the 
prospect of large supplies is now much 
brighter than it has been for some time 
past. Manitoba wheat is quoted this 
week at fifty shillings a quarter—about 
twenty shillings less than the highest price 
touched during the war. It is net 
unlikely that prices may be yet lower 
in the course of the next few months. (One 
interesting feature of this situation is the 
sidelight which it gives on the failure of 
the new German submarine campaign to 
create a panic in Allied countries.

For some hours last night the whole 
telephone system of London’ was deranged 
owing to the innumerable inquiries pour- 
ing through to the clubs and newspaper 
offices asking if it was true that Lord 
Kitchener had been saved. In many’ 
cases the inquirers added that they had 
heard that a notice to that effect had been 
posted up outside the Mansion House. The 
origin of the story was simple enough. Ihe 
Lord Mayor, referring to Lord Kitchener's 
death at a public luncheon, had said “he 
is not dead in the greatest and deepest 
sense of the term,” meaning, of course, 
that his work was immortal. But some 
hasty listener took the words literally and 
passed them on, with the consequence that 
the news spread like wildfire. 

The news of Lord Kitchener's death was 
known in Berlin at three o'clock yester- 
day, and was sent at that hour to Copen- 
hagen, where it was disbelieved until the 


This shows that communica- 
tion between the German capital and 
London is still going on in some way or 
other. It is unlikely that.a direct tele- 
gram could now be sent, but the news 
reached there all the same.’ The fact is 
interesting because, if such. mews reaches 
Berlin without delay, the news that Lord 
Kitchener was on his way to Russia might 
also have been sent in the same way. 

It is, of course, impossible to say 
whether Lord Kitchener’ met his death 
through treachery, but there is a general 
disposition to think that treachery had 
much to do with the destruction of the 
Hampshire. This has led to a renewed 
demand for the internment of all the Ger- 
mans now at liberty.

Now, I am 
entirely responsible for all that was done, and, 
looking back, Ihave not been able to see what 
other course could have been pursued. It was 
on Wednesday afternoon that the Admiralty 
got the first intimation from the Commander. 
in-Chief that an engagement between the bos- 
tile, Fleets was imminent, and) between that 
telegram of the Wednesday afternoon and the 
tele received from Sir John Jellicoe on 
Friday afternoon, the Admiralty received from 
the Admiral no communication at, all as to the 
course of the fight. Such information as we 
could fragmentarily pick up was obtained 
from intercepted wireless messages, of which 
a certain number were collected at the ap- 

ropriate stations, and transmitted to us. But 
et it be understood that between the first 
telegram to which I have referred, and the 
telegram received on Friday nm, we 
knéw nothing from the Admiral as to the 
course of the engagement, nor was Admiral 
Jellicoe, let me here observe, in the least to 
blame for that. 

ADMIRAL JELLICOE’S TASK.
